3« The convicts of the Hsunhochea concentration camp are felling trees in the 
mountainous areas of P«uULt<un ( 554.3/2 139 AM), Because of the hard labor 
and poor nutrition the death rate has been very high* but since new convicts 
are imported each month from Tetu the number engaged in this work has remained 
constant at about 4*000., 
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
